IH  A  V  E  followed  the  fame  Rule  as  in  my  firft 
Book,  by  drawing  the  Work  all  out  in  Score, 
and  fetting  the  Tenor  in  the  G.  Cliff,  the  Cantus  or 
Treble  Hands  the  upper  Part.  Some  of  the  Anthems 
and  Pfalm-Tunes  are  not  entirely  my  own  Compo- 
iition,  viz.  the  1 6th  and  139th  Anthems:  but  I  was 
defired  by  ibme  Friends  to  compofe  Counters  to 
them,  and  publifh  them  with  my  own  Works :  Like- 
wife  the  Anthem  taken  out  of  the  Communion  Ser- 
vice is  not   my  own. 

Mr.  Chrijlopher  Simp/on  in  the  Preface  to  his  Com- 
pendium  of  Mujic,  fays,  That  he  hopes  it  is  no  Theft 
to  make  Ufe  of  one's  own  •,  I  am  of  that  great  Man's 
Opinion,  and  fliall  make  ufe  of  the  fame  Paragraph 
for  a  Conclufion,  as  I  did  in  my  Preface  to  the 
fecond  Edition  of  my  firft  Book,  it  .  being  entirely 
my  own. 

If  by  what  I  here  offer  to  the  Publick,  I  find  I 
fhall  be  inftrumental  in  propagating  the  Knowledge 
of  this  excellent  Art,  it  will  give  me  a  very  fen- 
fible  Pleafure :  and  with  a  fecret  Complacency  of 
Mind,  I  fliall  reflect  on  what  I  have  done,  to  ad- 
vance the  Praife  and  Glory  of  that  GOD  who  is  the 
Author  of   Harmony.

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To  all  Lovers  not  only  of  Pfalmody,  but  likewife  of  Hymns, 
Spiritual  Songs,  ond  Anthems,  and  all  Harmonious  Ways ' 
of  celebrating  the  Divine  Praifes. 

Brethren, 

DIVINE  Mufic  commenc'd  with  the  Creation, 
and,  in  fucceeding  Ages,  has  been  honoured  with 
Signals  of  Divine  Approbation.  The  Jfraelites 
fang  in  the  Wildernefs,  and  the  Water-Spring  opened  ;  the 
Priefts  and  Levites  fang  Praife  in  the  Temple,  and  the 
Glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the  Houfe.  Jehofaphat  marched 
his  Army  finging,  and  returned  triumphant,  his  Enemies 
having  flain  one  another.  In  the  Infancy  of  the  Chriflian 
Church,  Paul  and  Silas  fung  at  Midnight  in  Prifon,  the 
Foundations  fhook,  the  Prifon  Doors  opened,  the  Pri- 
foners  Bands  were  loofed,  and  the  Jailor  was  converted* 
Here,  (fays  an  ingenious  Remarker)  were  Songs  in  the 
Night  without  a  Furia,  and  Stones  moved  by  Mufic 
without  a  Fiction. 

A  worthy  Divine,  (Dr.  Bray)  amongft  his  other  pious 
Endeavours,  has  exprefs'd  no  fmall  Zeal  and  Skill  in  re- 
commending and  promoting  this  religious  Exercife  \  and 
allures  us,  "  That  through  the  Fondnefs  of  People  for 
"  Pfalm-finging  many  have  recovered  their  Reading, 
"  which  they  had  almoft  forgot,  and  many  have  learned 
"  to  read  for  the  fake  of  finging  Pfalms:"  To  this  we 
may  add  the  Teftimony  of  a  worthy  Minifter,  written  to 
the  Reverend  Dr.  Woodward:  *'  When  I  firft  came  to 
"  my  Parifh,  I  found  to  my  great  Grief,  the  People  very 
"  ignorant  and  irreligious  \  the  Place  of  divine  Worfhip 
"  indecently  kept;  the  public  Service  neither  underftood 
"  nor  attended  •,  the  Miniftration  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
M  fupported  only  by  the  Piety  of  three  or  four  Commu- 
*'  nicants,    and  the  divine  Ordinance  of  finging  Pfalms 

A  %  «  almoft 
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to  almoft  laid  afide.     Now  in  order  to  redrefs  this  general 
"  Neglect  o(  Religion,    I   began   to  teach   three  or  four 
"  Youths  the  Skill  of   Tinging    Pfalms  orderly,    and  ac- 
ct  cording  to   Rules,    which   greatly  tended,  through  the 
race  of  God,  to  awaken  their  AffecYions  towards  Re- 
ic  ligion,  and  to  give  them  a  Relifh  for  it.    The  Improve- 
.  nt  of   thele  in  Pfalm-finging  being  foon  obferved  by 
"  others,  many  young  Men  defired  to  be  admitted  to  the 
"  fame  Inftrudtion  ;  which  being  granted,  and  the  Num- 
<c  ot    them   encreafing  daily,    they   readily   fubmitted    to 
u  the  Rules  of  a  religious  Society,   and  have  ever  fince 
"  been   careful   Obfervers   of  them-,    by   whofe   Means   a 
*c  general  Reviving  of  Piety,    and  a   folemn   Obfervance 
"  of  the   publick   Ordinances    of    God,    hath    been   pro- 
<c  duced  amongft  us :  And  to  the  Joy  of  all  pious  Souls, 
"  our  Shepherds,    Ploughmen,    and  other  Labourers  at 
"  their  Work,  perfume  the  Air  with  the  melodious   fing- 
<*  ing  of  a  Pfalm  or  Hymn  to  their  Creator  and  Redeemer." 
What  Daughter  of  Devotion  has  fo  noble  an  Appear- 
ance as  this  Caekflial  *  Beauty  ?    For  while 

Prayer,    as  for  Alms,   does  at  the  Portal  wait, 
Praife  enters,   like  a  Royal  Gneft,    in  State. 
When  is  it  that  our  noble  Frequenters  of  the  Almigh- 
ty's  Courts  make   the  greatefl   Figures,    petitioning   for 
Favours,    or  prefenting  their   Oblations  of   Refped  and 
Honour?    For  whofo  offers  Praife  honours  him,  Pfalm  I. 
ult.     With  what  Elevation  of   Spirit  does  the   Pfalmift 
ftart  from  the  Vale  of  Tears  and  Supplication,  to  the  Pa- 
radife  of  Praife !    The  Daughters  of  the  Temple  are  all 
of  heavenly  Race,  Omnes  CxlicoU,  but  not  Omnes  fupera 
aha   tenentes:    The   Fafligia  Cali  are  the   Prerogative  of 
Pfalmody.     How  different  is  the  Stile  of  their  Addrefles ! 
Be  merciful  to  me  for  I  have  finned,  fays  Penitence!  From 

*  I  ihall  mike  no  Apology  for  mentioning  Pfalm  Vy  as  i  Piine?fs  and 
Beamy,  as  Solomon  lpeaks  of  Wifdom,  Plato  or  Virtue,  Claliick  Poets  ot 
the  Graces;  nor  for  not  confining  her  to  the  fingle  Province  of  Pi*lin- 
fmging,  but  likewii'e  including  Hymns,  Spiritual  Songs,  Anthems,  and 
all  harmonious  Wavs  of  celebrating  the  divine  Praifes. 

the 
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the  Ends  of  the  Earth,  and  out  of  the  Deep  have  I  cried, 
fays  Prayer :  O  be  joyful  in  the  Lord,  come  before  his 
Prefence  with  a  Song,  &x.  This  is  the  Language  of 
Praife. 

,  Accordingly  fome  alfo  of*  our  own  Poets ; 
For  Prayer  the  Ocean  is,  where  diverfly 
Men  Jieer  their  Courfe,    each  to  a  different  Coaft, 
Where  oft  our  In? r efts  fo  discordant  be, 
That  half  beg  Winds,  by  which  the  reft  are  loft.

But  Praife  is  Devotion  fit  for  mighty  Minds ;  the  dif- 
fering World's  agreeing  Sacrifice,  &c.  nor  only  the  com- 
mon Sacrifice  of  Rational  Beings ;  but  fo  juft  a  Tribute  to 
the  Almighty,  that  inferior  Creatures,  Elements,  and  the 
whole  Univerfe,  are  fummon'd  to  pay  it,  Pfalm  148. 

And  for  its  being  Devotion  fit  for  mighty  Minds,  if  you 
doubt  a  Poet's  Word,  take  a  Preacher's.  "  Singing  the 
"  Praifes  of  God  is  the  nobleft  Part  of  Worfhip,  the 
"  moil  generous  Service  that  we  can  perform,  and  car- 
*c  ries  with  it  the  livelieft  Signatures  of  a  divine  and  God- 
<c  like  Temper  of  Mind."  Thus  the  practical  Difcour- 
fer,  and  what  can  a  Poet  fay  more  ?  But  ftill  this  Prefer- 
ence to  other  religious  Duties  muft  be  underftood  in  fome 
certain  Refpects,  not  in  every  Refpect.  And  we  acknow- 
ledge each  of  the  fair  Competitors  to  be  a  Princefs  and 
Sovereign  in  her  own  Province;  Yet  Pfalmody,  in  her 
fublimeft  Exercife,  (that  of  celebrating  the  divine  Attri- 
butes and  Perfections)  appears  with  the  Grandeur  of  an 
Emprefs. 

In  facred  Heraldry  flie  has  the  Afcendant,  as  being  of 
the  eldeft  Houfe,  and  early  as  the  Creation,  when  the 
Morning  Stars  fung  together;  and  of  a  Lineage  that  will 
laft  when  Time  fhali  be  extinct. 

For  when  to  the  Cteleftial  Temple  come, 
Petition  there  fhall  ceafe,    and  Prafr  be  dumb:
